In the same century 
a man named Horne was executed for 
the m urder of his child 85 years earlier, 
and there is also tile case of Governor 
VVall, who was hanged in 1802 for a 
murder committed in 1782. 
Apart from capital crimes, the law's 
delays have always been notorious. 
It 
was stated recently, for instance, that 
a lawsuit about some land, which had 
started In 1776, had Just been Anally 
settled, and a litigant Is even now 
suing the United States government 
over property alleged to have been 
alienated during the American Rervolu- 
tionary war. 
A well-known barrister used to re­ 
call a remarkable case of this kind. In 
1868 he prosecuted, as counsel for the 
Crown, a man who was charged with 
stealing a leaf from a parish register 
In 1808.—London Tit-Blts.

London.—-The German fleet Is to be 
raised. 
The admiralty has entered 
into a contract for Its salvage with n 
London firm. 
Since the memorable 21st of June, 
HUO. with one or two exceptions, the 
ships have lain as they sank, a men­ 
ace to shipping and a 
worry to a 
harassed lighthouse service In main­ 
taining numerous buoys and beacons. 
For though the name Soapn Flow only 
attained a world-wide significance dur­ 
ing the war, Its waters have been well 
known and much frequented by mari­ 
ners In all ages. 
Less than an hour after the first 
ship had sunk Ave years ago, rumors 
were current that there were strange 
happenings In the Flow, writes a cor­ 
respondent. 
As the naval authorities 
at that time were in possession of all 
the telephone systems in the country. 
I decided to test the Inviolability of 
naval secrecy. 
So to naval headqmtr 
ters In Kirkwall I went. 
“I know,” I said to tile officer In 
charge, “that you can’t tell me any­ 
thing, but is It worth my while to take 
a run eight miles on the road?” 
“Well worth your while.” 
Thus it was tiiat I witnessed one of 
the most dramatic Incidents of the 
war. 
Witnessed Sinking of Fleet. 
I saw battleships, battle cruisers 
and cruisers sink almost im|>erceptibly 
until their decks reached the level of 
the sea, then wallow and flounder on 
their sides, and simply disappear. One 
moment a dull gray side, like some 
huge whale. 
The next, nothing to 
mark the spot hut a patch of water 
bolling like a cauldron. 
I witnessed the frantic efforts to 
bench the great Hlndenburg. 
But our 
naval men were too late. 
She settled 
down In the mud dose to the little 
Island of Cava, and there she still lies. 
huge masts and funnels rearing them­ 
selves from the water info space. The 
cruiser Bremen was benched near Rio 
air station at Swanblster, but she had 
lost all stability. 
With ber bow hard 
on the ground she lurched drunkenly 
for a minute or two. then broke her 
bnek and fell on her fide. 
The German liners sank at their 
moorings. 
At low fide parts of their 
hulls are exposed, danger spots on 
which numerous Ashing traw lers have 
stranded and held fast until released 
by the rising tide 
Further to the 
south the destroyers lie. opposite the 
now deserted na vol harbor works at 
Lyness, near the island of Hoy. Their 
masts jut from the water at regular 
Interval*, 
like 
some 
broken-down 
fence. 
The navy’s salvage efforts were not 
entirely fruitless. 
Some ddpa, both 
great and small, were saved and were 
taken south for disposal. 
Tile salvage 
operations now commenced are not 
on any large scale. These ships were 
purchased over a year ago by a small 
company In Strom, raised an i brought 
Into harbor for breaking up. 
Speculation 
is Profitable. 
It Is believed that the speculation 
has proved very remunerative. Strange 
uses have been found for portions of 
these engines of war. 
Boller tubes 
have beon polished and sold literally 
by the thousands for .such household 
purposes as casement curtain rods. 
Last 
year a 
company 
purchased 
some of th** destrovers. 
Operations 
went on for some months last summer 
and it was understood that in the 
•went of these proving successful flu* 
company had an opt loo on the remain­ 
der of the fleet. 
A certain amount of 
material was brought ashore, hut no 
ship was raised. 
When the salvage ship proceeded to 
Its home port last fall it was stated 
that 
operations 
would 
he 
re-cam* 
rnenced In the spring, but It is not 
known how this company is affected 
by the contract now entered Into la* 
tween the admiralty and the London 
finn. 
lr Is evident that the operations 
shortly to commence are to be on n 
really big scale. 
We In Orkne> have 
little knowledge of the methods of 
salvors, hut to the unskilled the op 
oration of raising th** smaller ships, 
and e\en the Hlndenburg squatting tai 
the mud, does not seem by any means 
insuperable. 
The hulls are whole 
The scuttling was affected by illum­ 
ing the sea cocks, 
lf tiles** e ta he 
Used and the hatchways sealed, then 
does not the problem Simply resolve 
itself Into one of pumping till we >ee 
the German fleet resurrected!

Early Seeding of 
Oats Is Favored 


Crop Develops Best in Cool 
Weather and Frequently 
Is Hurt by Heat. 


(P rep ar ed by the United States D e p artm en t ! 
of Agriculture.) 
The first essential for the production 
of maximum yields of oats Is early 
seeding. In most sections oats should 
be sown as early as it la possible to 
get on the land to prepare a seed bed. 
This crop develops best In cool weath­ 
er and frequently is Injured by a few 
hot days during the ripening period. 
For this reason early seeding Is prac­ 
tically always advls|ble, according to 
the United States Department of Agri­ 
culture. 
The date of seeding largely depends 
on the locality and season. 
In 
the 
corn belt the best time usually is dur­ 
ing the latter part of March or early 
April. In the more northern oat sec­ 
tions seeding usually Is not possible 
until late April. Iu backward and un­ 
favorable seasons the seeding may 
[have to he delayed until early May. 
Plowing Not Favored. 
Where oats follow corn, potatoes, or 
I other cultivated crops, the land should 
not be plowed as a rule, but should 
be disked and harrowed sufficiently to 
i make a loose, friable seed bed about 
3 inches deep. Spring plowing usually 
results In ii less satisfactory seed bed, 
as there is not sufficient time for the 
soli to become well settled before seed­ 
ing. Further, spring plowing is more 
expensive, and thus adds to the cost 
of production. 
It always Is good practice to sow th e 
best seed obtainable. 
Usually home­ 
grown seed of a standard variety is 
b e t t e r than seed brought in from a 
d i s t a n c e and therefore of uncertain 
adaptability.

Venus* basket is a glass-sllk sponge 
which grows in the tropical seas of the 
Pacific, from the Fujiyama region to 
the Indian ocean.

Imprisoned In Moscow 
for 
nenrly 
six weeks and under sentence to he 
shot for be ing a spy against the soviet 
government, Richard Eaton, a youth­ 
ful American newspaper man, with 
many acquaintances in Washington, is 
free today because* lie bad the fore- 
sight to conceal some money In his 
shoe, with which he bribed a prison 
guard to carry a message to Hr dish 
friends. 
The latter effected his re­ 
lease. 
Eaton, who now Is In Washington 
completing a vacation of about three 
ne mils, told of his brief hut eventful 
visit into Russia. 
As a correspondent 
of tile london Daily Mail 
and 
Le 
Malin of Paris, he succeeded in get­ 
ting in 
and 
out of Petrogrnd, now 
Leningrad, 
and 
went 
to 
Moscow. 
A v«*nkened 
from 
his 
sleep 
tit 
two 
o'clock one morning in June of last 
year, he was confronted by two sol­ 
diers, who carried a blank warrant for 
iii- arrest. 
Stripped of all 
peps mal 
belongings, lie was taken to the “dog 
lo nm !," a small jail housing HA pris­ 
oners at tile time in a tiny room with 
nu windows. 
Sentenced by Woman, 
“I was placed in solitary confine­ 
ment,1’’ he Dialed, “and was fed on 
I'lack I ct ad with one large fish of 
herring soup from which ail the pris­ 
oners ate. 
Then after a few days I 
was taken before Sirmmovn, the real 
chief of the foreign department of the 
Cheka, the secret society which is re­ 
sponsible for the many acts of terror* 
. an which have horrified the world, 
t im is a Russian woenaii less than 
thirty years old, a beautiful blonde, 
with 
Innocent gray-blue eyes. 
Sine 
conducts all the important interroga­ 
tions and is merciless in her demands 
for punishment. 
"During my examination I denied 
lining an English spy. 
She at once 
said In Russian to an assistant (they 
thought I only spoke German), ‘he 
must lie shot/ 
“So, charged with being » spy and 
sentenced to death, I was sent to the 
famous 
Houtirkl 
prison, 
where 
I 
found that on the day I was arrester! 
the Cheka had arrested 400 priests 
and eight of the nine archbishops of 
Moscow. 
Three hundred priests al­ 
ready were in the prison. 
There were 
prisoners for all sort* of quee? of­ 
fenses—sine 
charged 
with 
being 
a 
counter-revolutionist because he went 
to church every Sunday. 
Bribed Guard to Aid Him. 
"After a long stay hero I bribed a* 
guHrd to carvy a note to some British 
friends in Moscow and Shell I w av 
taken to the Lou blan ber, within whiehi 
is another prison known as the Vc- 
cheka, or ‘madhouse.’ 
Only prisoners 
sentenced to death are pi wed here. 
I was put in a cell with five <wher per­ 
sons, one ii priest, who prayed eon- 
Miintly for twenty-four hours. 
At the 
- ul of th I* period I was released, hut 
v. us escorted to the frontier by two 
Russian soldiers with rifles am) fixed 
bayonets.* 
Eaton declared a revolution in Rus­ 
sia I-i imminent. 
Trotsky, he said. fell 
;n love with a beautiful Russian worn* 
.'n, Mile. Naunoff, and lf was his plan 
t«* procure from every European gov­ 
ernment a passport and a small pen- 
-ion, so that he and his iweerhenrt 
• uld live in peace. 
The soviet found 
out his plan and now he is in supposed 
.-xiii-, while in reality, according t<> 
Laton, he is in south Russia rounding 
lip an army of Cossacks 4° overthrow 
the present government. 
Bolshevik a Queer Person. 
“They nil wnnt a finger in the pie." 
Futon said. “The defection of Trotsky 
i- more important than tile death of 
Lenin.’’ 
Living conditions in Moscow, Eaton 
continued, are about tile same a-* In 
Washington, lf one has the money. The 
highest legal salary paul is about *"<> 
a month, and ordinary clerical posi­ 
tions bring about ITO. 
“You can’t eat 
meat every day on a salary of that 
sr/«»," he commented. 
I he Bolshevik is a queer person, 
•you’ve got to t o m ' him and deal 
i Itll him accordingly. 
When I was 
,unrested I was cross examined for ten 
minutes on the question of being a 
titled American prince or duke, and

Futon arrived in Washington about 
three m onths ago and went direct to 
ra il fondu for a rest.
